Paul «»n Mara* Hill 
Paul stood "in the midst of 
Mars Hill," and addressed them 
' Ye men of Athens." he began 
and then went on to tell them 
that ss he entered the city, he 
had noticed an altar erected to 
"the unknown god." "Whom there­ 
fore ye ignorantly worship. Him 
declare I unto you," he said 
God made the world and all 
things therein, and "seeing that 
He Is Lord of Heaven and earth, 
dwelleth not 
In 
temples made 
with hands. 
"Neither I* worshipped with 
men s hands, ss though He need­ 
ed anything, seeing He glveth to 
all life, and breath, and all things 
"And hath made of one blood 
all nations of men for to dwell 
on all the face of the earth, and 
hath determined the times before 
appointed, and the bounds of their 
habitation . . . 
"For in Him we live, and move, 
and have our being; as certain of 
your own poets have said, For 
we are also Hts offspring." And 
as we are the offspring of God. 
we should not think of God as 
"Uke unto gold, or silver, or stone,
